“AnytRing disturbing the mutual) 
understanding and friendship be- 
tween America and Britain is an at- 
tack on civilization itself. Much 
has been painted in both countries 
derogatory to the other. Prohibi- 
tion has been misrepresented by sin.- 
ister influenges interested in creat- 
ing trouble. Britishers are looking 
to America to determine whether 
prohibition makes good. Personally, 
I am convinced that England within 
ten years will have adopted prohi- 
bition. *I have spoken to British 
kings of commerce who told me 
they would readily sacrifice indul-
